Most ol our business is niulting its biggest

home workshops, Millions of weary, dcspon^ 
dent Ocrmans, with the reluctant help or en- 
slaved foreign laborers, are producing Ger- 
man guns and munitions. 

Allied planes have strafefl Nazi tropp.s and 
communications as well as Nazi Industry 
without opposition.

Marshal von Rundstcdt can almost be said 
to have done the allies a service.
